Nervous at Opening of Hearing,

NEW YORK, May 3.—The ease of Nan 
Patterson, the former Florodora showgirl, 
charged with the murder of Bookmaker 
Caesar Young, is in the jury’s hands. 

Recorder Goff finished his instructions 
ghortly before noon. A verdict may be re- 
ceived at any moment. The trial is the 
third. In the event of another disagree- 
ment, unless an overwhelming majority of 
the jurors favor conviction, the prosecu- 
tion will probably be dropped. 

Nervous at the opening of the trial, Nan 
Patterson has gained in confidence and 
composure as the climax drew nearer and 
nearer. During Assistant District Attor- 
ney Rand's fearful arraignment yesterday 
ghe sat with scarcely the twitch of a 
muscle. This morning she arose early, 
preakfasted in an apparently cheerful 
frame of mind and walked to the court- 
room with a light step. 

She was deadly pale when the recorder 
turned to the jury for his final charge, 
but she showed neither excitement nor 
alarm. , 

“There is nothing extraordinary in this 
case.” said the recorder, coldly. “So far

More Strike-Breakers Quit. 

Nearly 200 negro strikebreakers. refused 
to work this morning when police called at 
the ‘nonunionists’ headquarters. to accom- 
pany them to the barns of the nee 
Tearving Co. 

The negroes declined to leave. the bulld- 
ing, alleging that they had been brought 
to Chicago under false pretenses. 

Fierce rioting attended a caravan of coal 
wagons sent out by the Employers’ Team- 
ing Co.; from a stable in Armour ave- 
nue. The trouble started in Franklin street, 
near Harrison. Walter Schultz, a strike 
sympathizer, hooted the ‘nonunion drivers 
and was promptly knocked down and badly 
baaten by two colored guards. 

The negroes with their heavy hickory 
‘canes hammered him almést into ‘insen- 
sibility, but were jae turn obliged to fight 
their way for a mile through crowds of 
white drivers and sympathizers. Volleys 
of stones were thrown and many of the 
cvlored men riding in the wagons were in- 
jtired. 

At Madison street a big” jam of teams 
effectually stopped the caravan and for 10 
minutes a battle raged at the corner. The 
colored men drew revolvers. and fired a 
dozen shots. 

Police finally broke the blockade of teams 
and enabled the caravan with tHe strike 
breakers’ to gain egress in Madison street. 
The fighting continued all the way to 
Michigan avenue. 


Running Fight in Street. 


Near the Montgomery-Ward store, the 
crowd gathered where an old building is 
being torn down, and pelted the nonunion 
drivers with bricks and other missiles. The 
strike-breakers again fired. Walter Mar- 
tin, who was in the crowd, recelved a 
wound in the leg. Two of the nonunion 
drivers were arrested, charged with the 
shc oting. 

George Wright, one of the nonunion’ 
teamsters, was struck by a stone and his 
right ear half cut off. The caravan eventu- 
ally reached its destination, the yards of 
the Daniels Coal Co., at Randolph street 
viaduct. 

The first shooting today oonusred at 
Franklin and Madison streets. A caravan 
manned by colored drivers and guards was 
attacked by a large crowd. The: negroes 
opened fire at once. 
q¢Harry Williams and Fred Smith, white, 
seated on a wagon loaded with paper, at 
the entrance to an alley, narrowly escaped 
death. A buHet passed through Williams’ 
coat and another through Smith’s hat, 
After the shooting the caravan proceeded 
on its stormy route.

Frank Curry of St. Louis, professional 
strike-breaker, whose present whereabouts | 
in a Chicago hospital is being kept secret 
to prevent the possibility of his being mur- 
dered, occupies a unique place in the his- 
tory of great industrial struggles. His fear- 
lessness and bravefy yesterday, in leading 
bodies of non-unlonists through Chicago 
streets during a hail of bricks and stones, 
himself being the .special object of attack, 
is an index to the man’s character. 

Though several times wounded and twice 
compelled to shoot in self-defense, Curry 
remained at the head of his men all day, 
until, near night, he was struck down and 
beaten into unconsciousness. He will lose 
the sieht of one cye and his condition is 
extremely critical. 

Curry is not an ordinary strike-breaker. 
He says he doesn’t fight the unions. He 
takes the view that he acts as foreman 
over the men who want to work at ttlmes 
when such men are prevented from work- 
ing by strikers and strike sympathizers. 
His first act upon arriving in Chicago 
this week was to confer with the police. 
When he ideft the chief's office he wore

city policeman. 

His next act was to visit some of the 
‘*hotels”’ where strike-breakers were 
honsed. He found the men hungry. “All 
who want food come with me,” he said. 
A few minutes later hundreds of men were 
conducted to nearby restaurants. By this 
act Curry at once won the friendship of 
every man whom he was to command, The

stories of his bravery, which had gone be- 
fore, made his position as leader doubly 
secure. 

Curry is of medium size and youthful in 
appearance, though he is past 35. He is 
stocky and muscular, clean shaven, lean 
faced, with a pair of dark blue eyes set in 
deep sockets and with prominent chin 
and cheek bones. His manner is mild and 
he has a soft voice at all times except when 
he is busy in his ‘‘profession’’ of breaking 
a strike. Even then he is as cool as fresh- 
made lemonade and ten times as dangerous 
when the opportunity arises for an actual 
clash ins which physical force comes into 


play. 

When Curry went to Chicago two years 
ago he assumed the duties of a motorman. 
He was known as a man devoid of fear. 
He had had experience as a strike-break- 
er for several street railway companies 
and had invariably won. His first trip as 
a motorman in Chicago was as tempest- 
uous as a crulse on the ocean in a hurri- 
cane. For four miles he was exposed to 
an almost constant fire of stones, bricks, 
iron bolts and bullets. The windows of 
the car were shattered. The glass _ in 
front of him was smashed into a hundred 
fragments, but Curry never moved from 
his post. : 

After the strike had been practically 
ended through Curry’s efforts he was chal- 
lenged to fignt a duel with fists by one of 
the strikers. Curry accepted the chal- 
lenge and although his antagonist was 
greatly superior to him in_ size and 
strength, «the record shows that Curry 
won again. 

In a dozen big cities of the country 
Curry has pursued his vocation and al- 
ways has accomplished what he set out to 
do, His body bears marks of clubs and 
bullets in numerous places, attesting well 
the danger of his work. But not once in 
his history has Curry ever been known to 


flinch.

It has been 
completed nearly two years, but was captured by the Missouri 
commission for exhibition in the State building during the 
World’s Fair. Since then its official custcdians have been 


searching for the battleship. 


Mr. Norvell’s success in locating the warship fairly entitles 
him to promotion to a rear admiralship in the Missouri naval 
reserves. It has averted a grave misunderstanding, if not a 
casus belli, between the State of Missouri and the United 
States of America. The hide-and-seek game of Rojestvensky 
and Togo is child’s play to the sternchase of Norvell and 
Cowles. It was thought at one time that Gov. Folk would 
have to equip Commander Norvell with a fleet of automobile 
yachts manned by naval chauffeurs, assisted by a board of 
strategy, and order him to search the high seas, run down the 
Missouri, board and bell her at any cost of wind and muscle. It 
is probable that Capt. Cowles, had his vessel been equipped with 
land legs, would have sought Commander Norvell in St. Louis. 

Fortunately, extreme measures are unnecessary. The naval 
reserves will not be called out. Capt. Cowles and Commander 
Norvell will meet in New York harbor and the fine bat- 
tleship -will be belled to the péaceful popping of champagne 
corks, and the cheerful clatter of knives and forks. :

INDIANS SPREAD 


NEWS SPEEDILY 


Creeks Have Quick Method of 
Communication That Is the 
Marvel of Officers. 


FULL BLOODS LIVE IN HILLS 


Sections Where Daily or Even 
Weekly Papers Are.Seldom 
or Never Read. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, May 3.—The 
with which the news of orders given out 
from the union Indian agency and the 
Dawes Commission spreads to the remot- 
est corners of the Creek nation {s a con- 
tinual source of wonder to the federal 


officials. When, in October, the regula- 
tion compelling Indians to accept the pay 
for their land in instaliments of $10 a 
month was announced it seemed that every 
Indian in the Creek country knew it at 
once, for the petitions for sale dropped off 
immediately. A few days ago, when the 
order was revoked and the Indian was al- 
lowed pay for his land at the rate of $50 
a manth, practically everybody knew it 
the next day asd business in the Creek 
sountry land sales department suddenly 


became lively again. 

When {ft is remembered that there are 
several thousand full blood Indians in the 
Creek nation who can not speak or read 
a word of English and have no way of 
learning the news of ithe day except by 
word of mouth, the speed with which in-. 
telligence is communicated to them is most 
remarkable. Most of the full bloods live 
in the hills and mountains, far from rail- 
roads and in sections where daily or even 
weekly papers are seldon or never read. 

Gen. Pleasant Porter, chief of the Creek 
Nation and the best-informed man in his 
tribe, when asked to explain the phenom- 
enon, said significantly: 

“It may be mental telepathy. Let me 

k you a question. How does the buz- 

rd flying through the air learn that an 
animal has been killed and weg. are there 
hundreds of them on the scene in less time 
than it takes to tell about it? You may 
call it instinct, or anything else you please, 
but the Indians keep as well posted on 
news that interests them as the newspaper- 
reading white people. 

‘My people have formed the habit of 
communicating whatever interests them to 
their neighbors and asking them to pass it 
on. Every train that leaves Muskogee is 
loaded with Indians who know personally 
of an order. They pass the word along and 
it spreads like wildfire. In the early days 
the Creeks had regular couriers who car- 
ried the news. One of these would visit a 
town and at sundown the people would 
gather around him and hear the informa- 
tion he had to impart. The town king 
would then detail some one to pass it on 
to the members of the next town or tribe 
and the same method would be repeated. 

“IT have known,’’ said the chief, growing 
reminiscent, “of foot carriers traveling 100 
miles a day with important messages. One 
morning during the Creek rebellion I sent 
a messenger out to get volunteers for my 
army and before the sun set 1200 men came 
into my camp. 

‘Warriors had a way of aunouesing the 
approach of an enemy by giving war- 
whoops. If the ‘yells followed closely one 
after another the enemy was near. One 
prolonged whoop indicated that the enemy 
was many miles distant, with no danger of 
immediate attack.’
